City Zoning Law 
Ignored by Most 


Of 90 Builders, Only Seven Get 
Final Compliance Certificates Here 


Many Dixon residents are apparently ignoring the city 


zoning ordinance and getting away with it. 


According to the zoning ordinance passed in 1939, per- 


sons building new structures or altering existing building! 
must obtain a' certificate of occupancy and compliance. 


The ordinance stipulates 


IV 


that no building or premises 
may be occupied until such 
certificate has been issued. 


The main purpose of the 


certificate is to make sure 
that the actual building con 
sructed or altered is in con 
currence with the origina 
building permit. 


Records in the office of- Wayne 


Smith, city clerk, indicate tha 
since the zoning ordinance wen 
into effect, a majority of person 
applying for building permits fail 
ed to obtain certificates of occu 
pancy and compliance. 


90 Permits Issued 


During the last fiscal year alone 


from last April until today, approx 
imately 90 building permit appli 
cations have'been filed in the cit; 
clerk's office. ' 


According to the records, onl; 


seven persons have complied wiU 
the law by applying for a certifi 
cate of occupancy and compliance 
-.The .rest have-chosen to ignore a 
basic stipulation'of- the zoning ordi 
nance, records show. 


The seven persons who have 


obeyed the law in thi.« regard in- 
clude: Kenneth A. Rubey, 411 E 
Fifth St.; Carl Baker, 1217 W 
Fourth St.; Clarence Dale Rowley, 
1018 University st.; Charles Hall- 
quist, 123 Sherman av.; Richard 
D. Concotelli, 522 W. Seventh St.; 
Theodore M. Reuter, 601 Douglas 
av., and Mrs. Earl Grobe, 1104 
LJniversity st. 


These individuals are in posses- 


sion of the required certificate. 
The remainder are in violation of 
the law, accoqging to the ordi 
nance. 


List ^Requirements - 


Briefly, the zoning law requires 


that persons intending to alter or 
build are required first to obtain 


building permit, and second, a 


certficate of occupancy and com- 
pliance prior to occupying the 
structure. 


To procure a certificate, the own 


er or tenant is required to pay a 
iQ-cent fee charged for each cer- 
ificate or copy. 
That only seven persons have 
he certificate is evidenced by the 
act that they paid the required 
50-cent fee as listed In city clerk 
ecords. 
Violators of the zoning ordinance 
ace a penalty. 
Every violation of the ordinance 
•revisions is a misdemeanor. Upon 
onviction, violators or persons 
assisting in a violation, are subject 
o a !ine of not less than $5 or more 
than $200. Each day such violation 
s permitted to exist constitutes a 
eparate offense. 
According to the law, no person 
hall occupy or permit the use 
f any building or premises, alter- 
d or changed, without obtaining 
certificate from the commission- 
r of public health and safety. 
The certificate states that the' 
tructure complies with building 
nd health laws and provisions of 


the zoning ordinance. 


Such provisions hold true when 


nothing in the section on certifi- 
cates of occupancy and compliance 
prevents the continuance of the 
present occupancy, or use, existing 
at the time of the adoption of the 
zoning ordinance. 


Smith Explains 


Asked why nothing had been 


done to enforce the ordinance, 
City Clerk Smith said that the 
money in time and effort expended 
to enforce compliance to the cer- 
tificate 
stipulations 
would 
not 


"make it worth while." 


Smith said that the city clerk's 


office, with a complement of two 
persons doing the work, is already 
too overburdened to see that build- 
ers provide themselves with the 
certificate. 


A record of all certificates and 


applications are kept on file in the 
clerk's office. Records are to be 
kept by the commissioner of public 
health and safety. Copies are to be 
furnished to the owner or tenant 
of a building. 


Smith «aid th&l th« major pur- 


pose of. the certificate was to in- 
sure that the builder complied with 
his original plans. 


If a person proposed to build a 


house in a residential zone and 
then constructed a store, the indi- 
vidual would be in violation of the 
zoning ordinance. 


No Certificate 


In that case, a certificate cf oc- 


cupancy and compliance could no 
be issued, Smith said. 


In full effect, the certificate acts 


as a check on builders. However 
in vie\v of the fact that so few are 
actually issued, it is mdicated tha 
some buildings throughout the'citj 
may not comply to the zoning ordi 
nance.

Romulo Beaten 


The United States managed to 


muster only five votes—less than 
\ majority— for Its candidate, Car- 
os P. Romulo of The Philippines. 
The lack of a majority made it 
mnecessary for the Russians to 
use the veto In his case, as they 
lad threatened to do. 
Russia's candidate. Polish For- 
ign Mini«tfci- Stamslaw Skizescew- 
ki, got only one vote—from the 
Russians. There wer« thre« votes

against him and seven abstentions. 


After four hours of wrangling in 


the oak-paneled conference room, 
council members decided to ad- 
journ attempts to find a generally 
acceptable candidate until next 
Thursday. 


U.S. Humiliated 


Some diplomats felt the defeat 


of Romulo put the U.S. in a humili- 
ating position and demonstrated 
that all countries in the West do 
not meekly follow American or- 
ders.

Greece, China, Colombia and Pak- 
istan. It could not immediately be 
learned who besides Russia voted 
against him. 


Czech Red 
Follower 
Of Stalin 


Western Observers 
Call Demise 'Queer;' 
Hungary Red Missing

VIENNA, Austria — 


Klement Gottwald, 56, the 
Communist dictator-president 
of Czechoslovakia, 
died in 


Prague today just five days 
after the funeral of his pro- 
tector, Joseph Stalin. 


The heavy-set peasant-born Mo- 


ravian, . who even 
looked 
like 


Stalin except for the mustache, 
was taken ill Thursday and died of , 
what the Prague' radio said was 
pneumonia and .pleurisy, compli- 
cated 'by a chest hemorrhage. He 
had been in poor health for nearly 
a year. The broadcast hinted that 
the icy winds In Moscow, where 
Gottwald attended Stalin's funeral 
Monday, brought on his fatal ill- 
ness. 
* 


Queer Coincidence 


But the sudden demise of th« 


dictator who succeeded the late 
Eduard Benes as president in 1948 
struck" Western observers as a 
queer 
coincidence. There were 


some here who hinted that he 
might have been "purged" by the 
new regime in the Kremlin be- 
cause it feared he might become 
a Tito. 


Perhaps significantly the Prague 


radio followed up the announce- 
ment of the death by declaring,- 
"those attempting to destroy the 
unity of Czechoslovakia will be 
mercilessly wiped out." 


This was after the pattern of 


Moscow's radio appeals for unity 
around the new Soviet prime min- 
ister, Georgi Malenkov, a f t e r 
Stalin's death. 


There was no hint as to who will 


succeed Gottwald. There is a pos- 
sibility that the post of president 
may be abolished and ruling power 
placed in the.hands of a group of 
likely contenders for the No. 1 
spot. 


Four Contenders 


The four likeliest contenders for 


tiie throne are Antonin Zapotocky, 
the prime minister; Vilem Siroky, 
deputy 
prime 
minister; 
Karol- 


Bacilek, national security minister, 
and Alexei Cepicka, 
Gottwald's 


son-in-law and defense minister. 


Gottwald wielded broad powers 


in Prague. He was not only presi- 
dent, but boss of the Communist 
party and eommander-in-chief of 
both the army and the secret po- 
lice. No other functionary in a 
Communist satellite had as much; 
power, at ,least in name. 


Gottwald's illness did not be- 


come known to the world until late 
Friday when the Prague radio an- 
nounced it. 


This morning, it was announced 


that Gottwald had fallen into a 
coma. The regular l p.m. news 
broadcast was delayed for an hour 
and 11 minutes, with the announc- 
ers apparently standing by for the 
death bulletin. Then the announce- 
ment that Gottwald had died at 11 
a.m. (4 a.m. CST) was read to the 
listeners. 


Prestige Faded 


Speculation that Gottwald might 


have been purged 
by "wrong 


medical treatments" was heighten- 
ed by reports here that he had 
been in a poor political position for ' 
more than a year because of a 
fall-down in Czech industrial pro- 
duction for Soviet war needs. 


Meanwhile, mysteries have de- 


veloped over the health of two 
other Red satellite leaders. Matyas 
Rakosi, No. 1 Communist of Hun- 
gary and a Jew, has not returned 
to his country from the Moscow 
funeral, so far as is known. WU- 
helm Pieck, 77, elder statesman of 
German Communism and presi- 
dent of the East German Republic, 
has been reported seriously ill 
since, early last week. He did not

Outdoor gardening can begin as 


soon as the frost Is out and the soil 
has dried sufficiently to spade it. 
The test of this is to mould a ball 
of soil in your hand, then pat it 
between your palms. If it makes 
a mud pie, the soil is too wet, but if 
it crumbles, then it can be worked. 


If your soil is stiff, hard to work 


and slow to allow water to drain 
through it, every time it is spaded 
something should be ' added 
to 


make it more porous. One of the 
best materials to add is limestone 
screenings. These are usually ob- 
tainable at quarries for low prices. 
When finely crushed limestone is 
added to clay, a chemical reaction 
takes place, which has the effect 
of making the soil particles larger 
and th_e soil more porous. 


Abundant* use of limestone on 


clay is not likely to make the soil 
too sweet, or alkiline, even though 
an equal amount added to sand 
might do so. Sand or cinders, how- 
ever, combined with clay some- 
times produces a mixture-which is 
difficult to work. Some form of or- 
ganic matter is best to mix into 
either a clay or sandy soil, to make 
it'hold both moisture and plant 
food like a sponge, releasing both 
food and drink to the garden plants 
when they need it. 


In addition to compost, peat dug 


from bogs in your vicinity can 
often be bought for reasonable 
prices and many sewage disposal 
plants invite gardeners to carry 
away the sludge which sewage 
treatment produces. 


Spading should be - approached 


with caution, when muscles are 
soft after a winter's rest. But one 
hour's work a day for eight days 
will turn over to spade depth 1,500 
*quare feet, and leave its owner 
without even sore muscles. 


Spading loosens the soil, lets air 


into it, and leaves it in the best 
condition for both water and air to 
enter. Good soil, Ohio State exper- 
jfnents showed, is composed of 25 <

Begin spading by digging a trench, 
then fill it with s»oil from adjoining 


trench, and so on, and on.

Heavy clay soil has particles so 


fine that there are not enough 
"pores" in it. But it can be made 
good by mixing one inch of manure

to loosen heavy garden soil. Spread 
it evenly over the soil, and turn it 
under as you spade.

Three Wilson Speeches of 1951 Are 


Searched for His Views 


New Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson says it was 


three speeches he made in the fall of 1951 which probably 
led to his appointment to a cabinet job. 
' 
After he had made the first speech, but before delivery 


of the other two, the General Motors president sent copies of 
all three speeches to General Eisenhower. 


Within two weeks the general wrote back to Mr. Wilson, 


commending him for demonstrating that we can and must 
produce national security without falling into national bank- 
ruptcy. That was the beginning of the contact that led to 
the president's appointment of Mr. Wilson to the top defense 
post.Washington today is studying these three speeches to 
get a better grasp of the ideas which the new secretary of 
defense may be putting forward as his policy. 


Highlights of the three speeches include: 
1. A plan for "dual purpose" manufacturing plants 


capable of being shifted rapidly from civilian to defense pro- 
duction or used simultaneously for both. 


2. An end of direct government controls over prices and 


wages and the substitution of indirect controls over money 
and credit supply to end inflation. 


3. A justification of the General Motors-United Auto 


Workers wage formula which includes periodic cost-of-living 
adjustments and an annual improvement increase of 2i/> per 
cent a year. 
Mr. Wilson's first point was covered in a "Preparedness 


Policy" speech before the American Ordnance Association 
of Cincinnati. Its main argument can be summarized in over- 
simplified form like this: 


Americans want peace with a stable. economy and an 


ever-improving standard of living. In solving this problem 
we must preserve American free competitive society. Maxi- 
mum flexibility must be retained to convert rapidly from 
peace to war. Since 1945, the U. S. has not had a practical 
industrial mobilization plan. 


At the end of World War II the defense production 


plants were liquidated or converted to peacetime use. Exam- 
ples given are the Ford Willow Run plant, the Chrysler en- 
gine plant at Chicago, the Cleveland bomber plant of General 
Motors. 


Mr. Wilson therefore proposes that defense plants be 


designed for dual, peace-or-war production on at least 10- 
year contracts, made renewable for several generations if 
necessary. 


Either plant would use the same offices, cafeterias, 


power plants and hospitals. The greatest advantage would 
be in the use of the same labor force without dislocation. 
". 
Mr. Wilson would use the present government plan for 


accelerated tax amortization of these plants, leaving them 
for private-industry operation. 


Mr. Wilson's economic views were outlined in his second 


speech before the .Dallas, Tex., Society for Advancement of 
Management. 


The U. S. faces two major problems today, he said. The 


first is possibility of a third world war. The second is the 
danger of losing our free society in the process of preparing 
for war. 


At the present time, he said, the U. S. has resorted to a 


system of wage, price and production controls in the name of 
stopping inflation. He was specifically critical of rent con- 
trols, government production of synthetic rubber and its" steel 
allocation program. 


,"The military program must not be expanded beyond 


the minimum needed to defend the country," he summed up. 
"We must adopt indirect controls that will avoid inflating the 
money supply. We must act as quickly as possible to get rid 
of direct controls which interfere with individual initiative 
and personal rights." 


In justification of the GM-UAW five-year labor contract 


plan, frequently criticized by other big manufacturers, Mr. 
Wilson delivered his third address on "Wages and Economic 
Stability" at Michigan State college. 


In it he expressed his conviction that the business cycle 


could be controlled and a drastic depression such as occurred 
in the early '30s avoided. 


His formula here was a repetition of the principles given 


in his Dallas speech, plus the use of his wage plan. He says 
it will double the standard of living every 25 or 30 years.

Poor Defense Led to Game Disaster 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


When today's hand was played 


in the recent Life Master Individu- 
al in New York, most" of the East- 
West pairs reached a contract of 
three no-trump. This they proceed- 
ed to fulfill, often with an over- 
trick, for a score of 600 or 630 
points. 


At one table, however, the South 


player opened with a weak two- 
bid in spades. This type of bid is 
not recommended for general con- 
sumption, but many of the leading 
experts use it with great enjoy- 
ment and perhaps with some profit. 


In this case, the opponents had 


South nailed to the mast and 
should have taken him to the 
cleaners (to mix my metaphors 
thoroughly) for a score of minus 
800 points. Instead, they let South 
get axvay with only a bad scare. 


West' opened the king of dia- 


monds and promptly shifted to his 
singleton jack of spades when he 
saw that dummy might otherwise 
be able to ruff a diamond. 


East played a low trump at the 


.second trick, and South won with 
the queen of spades. Declarer then 
returned the jack of diamonds, 
hoping that this card would create 
some confusion. His hopes were 
rewarded, since West put up the 
ace for fear that South was lead- 
ing the jack from the Q-J of dia- 
monds. 


At this point, West wanted to 


lead to his partner's hand in order 
to permit his partner to return a 
trump. The problem was whether 
to lead away from the king of 
hearts or from the king of clubs. 
After long deliberation, West de- 
cided that South would not open 
with a weak two-bid in one major 
suit if he had strength in the other 
major suit. 


On the assumption that South 


did not have the ace of hearts, 
therefore, West shifted to a low 
heart. 


Declarer was glad to win this 


trick in the dummy with the queen 
of hearts, after which he .returned 
to his own hand with the ace of 
hearts. He ruffed his last diamond 
in dummy, ruffed a heart in his 
hand, and exited with a club.

man of 69. It may also be said 
that the difference between the 
two is of no significance. 
How- 


ever, since there are many-.people 
who seem quite vague about what 
blood pressure is, and what keeps 
it jyhere it should be, or makes 
it go up or down, this subject 
seems well.worth a discussion. 


Perhaps the best way of doing 


this is to liken it.to other processes 
with which we are all familiar. 


When water runs through a hoso 


it presses on the inside of the 
tube. How hard it presses depends 
on how much water it going 
through It, the force or pressure 
of the stream at the entrance, the 
size of the hose, the size of the 
exit 
opening, the 
material .of 


which the hose is composed, and 
other things. - 


It is much the same with the 


blood pressure. The heart is the 
jump which forces the blood into 
he hose or blood vessels. When 
the heart contracts it pumps the 
jlood out and into the arteries 
and this forces the pressure ,on the 
ivalls of the -arteries to go up. 


When the heart relaxes for a'mo- 
ment Uie pressure in the arteries 
drops. 


The high pressure point is called 


the systolic pressure, and the low 
point the diastolic. These are the 
two figures which the doctor takes 
and expresses at 120 or 80 or 
with similar numbers. 


But just 
like water 
running: 


through the hose, it isn't only the 
force with which blood enters the 
arteries that influences the blood 
pressure. If the arteries are nar- 
rowed — and this can be the result 
of hardening from deposits or from 
contractions caused by nervous- 
ness—the pressure will be higher 
than if they were soft and relaxed. 
MORE PEOPLE TROUBLED 


One of the most 
remarkable 


things about the blood pressure is 
how it is-affected by the nerves. 
Excitement, 
worry, 
anger 
and 


other emotions send the pressure 
skyrocketing. The pressure is al- 
most always higher the first time 
the doctor takes it than it is later 
on. Even an exciting conversation 
will cause the pressure to go up. 


Since many of us are being con- 


stantly bombarded by worries and 
annoyances there is always some- 
thing keeping us stirred up. This, 
added to the fact that more and 
more people are living longer, has 
made high blood pressure a prob- 
lem to more people than ever be- 
fore.

F. Flood, executive vice president. 


A retired Army officer, Col. 


Ulius Amoss, who lives on. Gibson 
Island, a quiet little retrejt about 
20 miles southeast of Baltimore, 
master-minded the plan. 


The scheme, which began about 


a year ago, was climaxed March 
5 when a Polish Air Force lieuten- 
ant landed on the Danish-owned 
island of Bornholm with a Soviet- 
built MIG15 jet fighter plane. 


The American businessmen were 


said to have put up about $10,000 
to finance the phenomenal project.
